The Constitution and Bylaws of the Puyallup Tribe of the State of Washington

Article IV Election and Nominations for the Tribal Council, Section 1

Any qualified voter who has not been recalled from membership in the Tribal Council within
five (5) years from the date of the next election may become a candidate for membership in
the Tribal Council. He or she shall file a notice of candidacy with the Secretary of the Tribal
Council at least fifteen (15) days before the election.

Culture and Natural Resources

e Expanded the Language and Historic
Preservation Programs;

e Switching Minor's Trust from Key Bank to
a reputable Firm which will substantially
increase the investment gains for all
minors; and

e Influential in closing Stogies that was
losing $100,000/month, and opening CBC
that generates $12 million annually with
another store opening next month.

Social Programs

e Opened the Flames of Recovery to provide
a warm meal, access to services, and
recovery meetings to the homeless;

e Created a Wrap-Around program and
starting a Law Enforcement Diversion
program; and

e Continue to support members struggling
with addiction and seeking ways to help
those incarcerated.

Both
Departments are dealing highly with Daily
needs and issues for our members.

(Not just a job
working at Cemetery).

e Casino Player TRACKING CARD: WIN/LOSS PLAYER

CARDS are the best the Tribe will know its Win/

Loss and so will the player know its win/loss. THESE
PLAYER CARDS ARE A MUST HAVE for the tribe THEY
WILL TRACK HOW MUCH REVENUE IS COMING IN.

If we just put tracking cards for the players it will not
let us know what the casino is win /loss.

e Large Tribal Church----- We need this for our

members and our Community, it should be located
near our Elders Assisted living and our Cemetery,
Our Beloved Loved ones should not be having their
FUNERAL at our Tribal School/Youth Center.

e Tribal Jobs --for Tribal members ----- remove the

Driver’s License qualifications off the Application
unless it is a position that requires a Driver’s License,
send our members to training to get them qualified
hire them.

o Elementary School: (Build a Separate Chief Leschi

Elementary School) that is separate from our Junior/
High School. Our Elementary kids should not be in
the same school as the Our Junior High and the High
School Students.

e Casino Kids Entertainment Attraction: People

vacationing need something for their children
to do while they are on Vacation rather we build
a Water park or Boom Shaka Trampoline or a
Skating/Bowling arcade we need some kind of
entertainment.

To all my honorable relatives, my name is Dakota
W. Case. | am the first great-grandson of Janet
yet-si-blu McCloud and Don McCloud. | am the
first grandson of Laura McCloud-Sterud, Michael
Sterud, and Wayne Firethunder. | am the first
son of Teshay Firethunder and Kevin Case. |l am
Puyallup, Nisqually, Squaxin, Tulalip, and Lakota.
I am finished.

Growing up under my grandma Janet, we
learned how to live off the land and how to
be indigenous at an early age. She showed us
how to gather berries and medicine; how to
hunt, fish, smoke salmon, and grow food - as
our ancestors did. She bridged the gap from
the past to the present. As | got older, | learned
to fish on the Puyallup River, hung nets, and
packed fish for elders. | also spent many years
selling fireworks in Firecracker Alley behind
Cascadia. These opportunities were provided
to me growing up on our reservation, where |
continue to practice these ways of life.

Although these traditional teachings have
been my foundation, | had a very troubled
upbringing as a youth in the middle of the
Puyallup Reservation. | lost my path for a
season, and came back to the traditional
teachings of our people. It's taken over seven
years of working on myself to get back to
the road laid before me by the ancestors.
Wanting a better future for my children and
for our people has motivated me to change
my life, heal myself, and work with others to
heal Mother Earth.

| feel like I've come to a place in my life where

| would be able to serve and protect the

best interests of the Puyallup people. | stand
against corruption on many different front
lines on behalf of the Puyallup Tribe. Over the
past several years, this has included calling

out government officials and corporations for
the betterment of the community and the
Puyallup people. | have spent thousands of
hours working with Puyallup Tribal members as
well as surrounding community members on
environmental injustices in the following areas:

e Petition Against LNG: Worked with
community to get 66,000 signatures in
Washington State to stand with the Puyallup
Tribe for a petition against the LNG facility.

e Puyallup Flag in City of Tacoma Chambers:
Working with members of the community
and Tribal Council to get our flag into City
Chambers.

e Indigenous Peoples’ Day 2018: Working with
members of the community in changing
‘Columbus Day' to ‘Indigenous Peoples’ Day’
in the City of Tacoma.

e Sub Area Planning: Working with members
of the community on limited growth
on Fossil Fuels in the Port of Tacoma.
Demanding that the Puyallup Tribe has a
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seat at the table along with City of Tacoma,
Fife, Pierce County, and Port of Tacoma.

e Puyallup Governing Body: Demanding that
the City of Tacoma, Fife, Port of Tacoma, and
Pierce County recognize the Puyallup Tribe
of Indians as a Governing body of people
instead of just a name. Helping establish
connections between our Tribal Council and
City of Tacoma, Fife and Port of Tacoma.

e City of Seattle: Working with members
of the community in opposition of LNG,
resulting in the City of Seattle passing
a resolution against the LNG facility in
Tacoma and urging the Puget Sound Clean
Air Agency to deny the permit.

e Water Warrior Movement: A body of Tribal
members committed to making the world
a better place. It started as a movement
to fight environmental injustice and has
grown to encompass other causes.

With your support, these are some of the areas
that I'd like to continue to address for our people:

e Clean up Puget Sound: Working with an
activist group and a local University to clean
up Puget Sound using oysters and kelp
farms (fun fact: an adult oyster can filter up
to 50 gallons of water a day). This will create
a thriving ecosystem by cleaning our local
waters and ensuring future gathering sites
for our people.

e Culture Center: Creating a longhouse where
culture and language can be accessible
to our youth on an everyday basis. We can
keep the momentum of Canoe Journey
2018 going to keep our youth involved with
our culture and language by supporting
our departments and staffing needs. Our
members have been asking for a tribal
museum for years, and it's time to provide
our membership with a beautiful facility
where they can showcase their culture,
history, and language.

e Find Your Voice: We need the membership
to have more voice in our tribal government
by constitution reform. Presently, we
need 1/3 of 2,500 members (eligible
voting membership) to overturn a Tribal
Council decision. If this were changed to
a lower number it would be easier for the
membership to participate in government
decisions, such as:

= Tribal Council salary

= Severance packages for voted off Tribal
Council members

= Children’s Trust Funds disbursement

I would like to thank our elders and our
ancestors who carried our traditions and
culture through years of oppression, and
honor them by getting back to our
traditional ways of life.

Ramona Bennett Chairwoman in
the late 60s and 70s recalled 40
years ago in Feb of 79. Replaced
by a council mostly indicted and
charged with arson, embezzling,
and attempted murder. During
our terms our tribe did rise up,
establishing our first office and
recognition. Working for land,
rights, and services. Our armed
fishing camp in 1970 resulted

in the Boldt decision, securing
our fishing and shellfish rights
and the right to protect the
salmon. Our armed eviction of
the state from our hospital and
land resulted in our FIRST clear
title to property. The title to our
cemetery was returned at my
request. A hydrologists report |
requested resulted in the Old
River Bed case which resulted in
the eventual settlement. | wrote
the initial grants for all health,
education, and governmental
services. My first 6 years of service
| volunteered. There were no funds
to pay myself, Sila Cross ,Alice
Cross Conway Buber, Maiselle
Bridges, Suzette Mills, Bertha
Turnispeed, or Herman Dillon.

| opened many Puyallup
members adoptions and brought
them into the tribe. | worked

on Indian Children’s rights and
established the Local Indian
Child Welfare Committee along
with the regional administrator.
This led to the Federal Law. |
established both tribal and urban
child placing agencies.

Since the recall | earned a
Masters Ed and Honorary
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Doctorate of Public Affairs
from U.P.S.. My main work has
been 32 years of direct services
for children and families and
owning and managing child
placing agencies. My work
was very successful same race
placements and adoptions for
minority children. | worked as
principal at Wa-he-lute.

| didn't like the first Settlement.
There was nothing in it for
individual Puyallups. | prepared a
letter to the members urging them
to hold out for $20,000 for each
of us. Evelyn Basket and Jackie
Stiltner helped me with the mail
out. WE ALL GOT OUR MONEV. |
also said we were entitled to 1,700
each month forever.

You probably wonder why an over
80 year old woman who had 4
attempts on her life wants your
vote. Well I'm a ninja. I'm not like
council people who disappear if
they get voted out. | love our tribe
all the way and there are a lot of
issues I'm active in. I'm a water
warrior, with amazing Puyallups
and others protecting our land
and the Salish Sea. | want us to all
be informed about our land and
businesses. | want ombudsmen
and accountability for our
services. I've had kids at Chief
Leschi from the first day. We have
a lot to do. Housing, businesses,
drug prevention and treatment.
| want to be part of the solution.
